Last week, after reading a 
brief history of the noon gun 
published in the China Mail 
column “25 Years Axo," I de- 
cided to visit the East Point 
Wharf. 


A Surprise 


Knowing Ilttle of the post- 
war history of the noon gun I 
expected to sce an old fashioned 
mvuzzic-loading cannon. 

Well, § was o little surprised 
to be.shown a Second World 
War, six-pounder, 

After the re-occupation it was 
found that all but one or two.of 
Jardine’s old cannons had disap- 
peared, Workmen digging on 
the site of the East Point Go- 
down uncarthed two old ship's 
cennons; dating back to about 
1840, according to “Mr P. Y¥, 
Foo, the Supervisor of Jardine's 
East Polnt Godown. The two 
muzzle-loaders can be scen in 
the photograph, flanking the 
modern picce. : 


Piracy 

At_one stage in the history of 
the East Point Godowa, as far 
as I could gather from Sergeant 
Ho Fu, who Is the last remaln- 
ing member of the pre-war 
watchmen, theTe were quite a 
large number of these old 
cminons along the praya wall. 

During the 19th century 
piracy was in its prime, and tho 
guns served to dampen the 
spirits of any plunderers who 
drew ‘too close to the godown, 


Sgt. Ho Fu told me ho had 
joined Jardines in 1632, Then 
there were 10 or 11 guns. 

In 1947, Sgt Fu said, the 
Royal Navy presented -Jardines 
with the slx-pounder, Naval 
Starting Gun so thot they could 
contlnuc the old tradition. 

One of the watchmen was 
trained by the Navy to load, 
fire, clean and carry out minor 
repairs on the gun. 


Only Once

noon, after a signal from Sgt. 
Should the shell be oa

The custom began in the 
mid-19th century when some 
business. assochates of Sir 
Robert Jardine decided to fire o 
salvo from the East Point Go- 
down, In honour of his return 
to tho Colony after a furlough In 
Britain, . 

A salvo was fired. In fact o 
salute.of 21 guns crashed over 
the harbour as. Slr Robert’s ship 
came in.
